A Carniverous Plant. 


Dwight H. BrcAvn, secretary of 
state, ever bent on finding .some­ 
thing new, whether it be of a scien­ 
tific or political nature, now has 
on his desk a curiosity of the bot- 
inal world, presented to him by 
an admiring friend. It’s a Darling- 
tonia, a carniverous 
plant which 
subsists upon animal life. 
The central stalk of this plant is 
about the size of a broomstick and 
I is hollow. 
It is capped by an um­ 
brella-like 
growth, 
from 
which 
hang appendages that attract in­ 
sects and bugs. 
The insects are 
lured by a neotar th at the plant 
exudes and are promptly asphy­ 
xiated by its perfume, once they 
enter the extremities of the stalk. 
They drop down inside the stalk 
into a viscous fluid at its base and 
are assimilated as they would be 
in the stomach of an animal.

A genera] cleanup of nejrro cabins in Sikeston was or­ 
dered Friday morning by Mayor N. E. Fuchs who w'ent into 
conference with Walter Kendall, chief of police, regarding 
conditions in the city. 
Three attempts in recent weeks by negroes to assault 
white women precipitated such action. 
Additional reports 
have sifted through to the effect that night prowling negroes 
have frightened a number of white women after dark, in 
some cases to beg food, to ask for money, and in one or two 
cases for some unannounced purpose. 
The cleanup drive as ordered, started Friday night with 
Chief Kendall, Gid Daniels and Bill Carson particularly 
charged with the responsibility of rounding up vagrants, 
drifters and floaters.. 
In this respect it should be mentioned that a commit­ 
tee of negroes called upon the law enforcement officers Fri­ 
day morning and presented a resolution regarding the needs 
of the negro populace. The resolution takes into considera­ 
tion that there are several hundred decent, employed, hard 
working negro men and women in the city. 
These people, 
many of whom have lived here their entire life and who own 
property, realize the seriousness of the situation, and they 
are anxious and willing to cooperate with officers in rem­ 
edying conditions. 
The resolution of the negro committee follows: 
Resolved: first, we the committee stand in readiness 
to cooperate with the forces of law and order and 
law abiding citizens of the city in a general cleanup 
of all places. 
* 
Second, we know that much oi the trouble 
arises out of the fact that unm'arried men and 
women are allowed to live together in one cabin. 
We want to see the time when no two persons who 
are unmarried live together as stated. 
Furthermore, we the committee, representing 
the peaceful, law abiding element, wish to assure 
the people of Sikeston that we are cooperating with 
the officers 
attempting to find the prowler or 
prowlers who during the past two weeks have com­ 
mitted indignities. 
We pledge ourselves to cooperate to the fullest 
extent, and to turn this person, or these persons, 
over to the law for treatment when and if found.
